Electric shock is still another 
form of this often serious and even 
dangerous rendition. 
"In general, 
shook may be defined 
as a su dden, vital depression which 
may he mild in degree or which may 
be seriou s, even fatal, in 
its conse­ 
quences. ’ ' says the service, . 
"T h e se­ 
verer degrees of shock are dangerous 
and the eomlitlon, 
even wlpen 
slight, 
should always lie given 
prompt atten­ 
tion. 
"W hen a person is 
suffering from 
shock, his face is pale and has an anx­ 
ious expression; tin* eyelids 
droop, the 
eyes are dull and the pu pils large; the 
skin Is clammy and covered with cold 
perspiration; the victim is somewhat 
stupid in appearance and takes little 
interest in the things about him. 
He 
may suffer from nausea and 
vomit­ 
ing. 
He may answer questions slow­ 
ly. 
He may he partly or totally un­ 
conscious, or his mind 
may wander. 
Usually he is perfectly quiet and will 
not 
move unless disturbed. 
Rreath- 
ing is shallow and feeble; the pulse 
Is rapid and weak, and may not he 
perceptible at the wrist. 


General Treatment. 


“ Lot us outline briefly 
the 
treat­ 
ment of shock in general. 
W hen the 
condition of shock is observed send 
for a doctor at once. 
Pending his ar­ 
rival place the person in a comfort­ 
able position, with hig head low, un­ 
less there is a fracture of the skull 
or severe hemorrhage fr<mi blood ves­ 
sels of 
the 
head or face. 
Remove 
from the patient’ s mouth all foreign 
bodies, such as false teeth, tobacco 
or gum. 
W rap him in warm blank­ 
ets or in warm clothing.

heart, is a good stimu lant. 
If he is 
conscious, give aromatic spirits of am­ 
monia— a teaspoonful in half a glass 
of water, moderately hot coffee, hot ! 
tea or hot water. 
If the patient

conscious do not give him anything 
by the mouth, but pou r aromatic spir- ! 
its of ammonia on a cloth and place it 
under his nose. This shou ld he tested 
by the person rendering assistance by 
holding it under his own nose 
before 
giving the treatment to the patient 
to 
be on the safe side.

"Althou gh shock is dangerou s and 
commonly follows Inju ries, it mu st not 
he forgotten that the person su ffering 
from shock may req u ire treatm ent for 
something still more dangerou s; 
as, 
for example, severe bleeding, 
which 
mu st be checked.

"The first thing to do in the tre a t­ 
ment of electric shock is to get the 
patient off the live wire or otherwise 
break the contact of the electric cur­ 
rent as quh kly as possible, if this lias 
not been done already. 
Extreme Care Necessary. 


"One mu st be extremely carefu l not 
to tou ch the patient or the wire with 
the hare hands, or otherwise 
make 
contact with the electric cu rrent. 
If 
one has a pair of ru bber gloves, or 
even one ru bber glove, the victim may 
safely be pu lled away from t ’ * con­ 
tact with the cu rrent, or If there is a 
switch 
near, 
the 
cu rrent 
may 
be 
turned off, but no time shou ld be lost 
In looking for one. 
"Another way to break the current 
is to take the belt, handkerchief, coat 
or a piece of dry rope and loop it 
over 
the victim ’ s foot or head if he is lying 
on the wire, and thu s pu ll hfm off. 
If 
an ax is near at hand it may be 
used 
to cut the wire, bu t first one should 
thake sure that the handle is 
dry or 
else wrap it with a coat or other non 
conducting material before attempting 
to use i t ; o r one may use a dry board, 
a dry cloth or a dry rope to pull the 
wire away from the patient. 
Do not 
grasp the wire with the hand even 
when protected by a dry cloth, as this 
may be serious. 
"As soon 
us the patient is freed 
from tbe wire and removed from dan­ 
ger of further contact with it, artifi­ 
cial 
respiration should be begu n at 
enc#.

The results of this vast work ap­ 
peared In the twenty-seventh annual 
report of the bureau of American eth­ 
nology for the year 1905-1906. an ex­ 
traordinarily rich account of the O ma­ 
ha tribe.

In 1910 La Flesche became officially 
associated with the bureau of Ameri­ 
can ethnology under the Smithsonian 
institution, 
ile ha s continued to spe­ 
cialize on the culture of the Omahas 
nnd on a related people, the Osage. 
He is at present engaged In an a t­ 
tempt to rescue the language of the 
Osage from oblivion by making up a 
written vocabulary. 
Since the young
